Electric Co-ops Claim 106 


| Private Firms 


The National Rural 
Electric Cooperative As~ 
sociation - NRECA - sald 
this week in Miami Beach, 
Florida, that 106 of the na- 
tion’s biggest private 
power companies over- 
charged their customers by 
$3.4 billion in the seven- 
year period ended in 1962, 

It called on state regula~ 
tory agencies and legisla~ 
tures for action to force 
rate reductions, 

Several private power 
companies named inthe re- 
port called the charges 
false and misleading and 
said the charges had been 
raised, and answered, sev- 
eral years ago. 

The private companies 
stressed ‘that their rates 
had been approved by pub~ 
lic regulatory agencies. 

The report said the hea- 
viest overcharge of $186.5 
million was made by Com~ 
monwealth. Edison of Ill- 
nols. 

“Elimination of over- 
charges and effective regu- 
lation would stimulate in- 
dustrial development and 
create new jobs,’’ staff 
economist Ronnie Straw, 
who conducted the rate 
study, told the NRECA con- 
vention in a _ prepared 
speech, 

“Tt would lower the cost 
of producing all goods. This 
in turn would have the effect 
or raising the income of 
almost everyone, particu- 
low-income fami- 


Straw told the NRECA, 
which represents nearly 


1,000 cooperatives serving. 


20 million people, that the 
overcharge claims were 
based on what he called a 
widely accepted standard of 
a 6 per cent return on in- 
vested capital after de- 


Overcharge 


duction of costs. 

Rural electric coopera- 
tives, locally owned, non- 
profit utllities often initi~ 
ated and aided by the gov- 
ernment, have long been at 
odds with private power 
companies. 

All figures used in the 
study, Straw said, were 
obtained from the Federal 
Power Commission 
through reports made by 
the companies themselves, 
The latest figures avail- 
able were for 1962, 

**The major reasons for 
these excessive rates of 
return,’ Straw’s report 
said, ‘‘seems to stem from 
the ineffectiveness of regu- 
latory bodies to enforce 
prescribed rates and to 
systematically scrutinize 
the earnings and accounts 
of private utilities,”’ 

He added that regulatory 
agencies cannot be fully 
effective against ‘“‘the high- 
ly paid band of lawyers, 
accountants and econo- 
mists at the disposal of 
private power companies.”’ 

Straw cited a report by 
Ebasco Services, Inc., a 
consulting engineering 
firm retained by private 
power companies, that rate 
reductions i1n1963 exceeded 
$50 million,

Electric Co-ops Claim 106 


Private Firms 


The National Rural 
Electric Cooperative As- 
sociation - NRECA ~ sald 
this week in Miami Beach, 


Florida, that 106 of the na- 
tion’s biggest private 
power companies over- 


charged thelr customers by 
$3.4 billion In the seven- 
year period ended in 1962. 

It called on state regula- 
tory agencies and legisla- 
tures for action to force 
rate reductions. 

Several private power 
companies named inthe re- 
port called the charges 
false and misleading and 
said the charges had been 
raised, and anawered, sev- 
eral years ago. 

The private companies 
stressed that their rates 
had been approved by pub- 
lic regulatory agencies, 

The report said the hea- 
viest overcharge of $186.5 
million was made by Com~- 
monwealth Edison of Illi- 
nois. 

“Elimination of over- 
charges and effective regu- 
lation would stimulate in- 
dustrial development and 
create new jobs,’ staff 
economist Ronnie Straw, 
who conducted the rate 
study, told the NRECA con- 
vention in a prepared 
speech, 

“It would lower the cost 
of producing all goods. This 
in turn would have the effect 
or raising the income of 
almost everyone, particu- 
jarly low-income fami- 
lies.”’ 

Straw told the NRECA, 
which represents nearly 
1,000 cooperatives serving 
20 million people, that the 
overcharge claims were 
based on what he calleda 
widely accepted standard of 
a 6 per cent return on in- 
vested capital after de-

duction of costs. 

Rural electric coopera- 
tives, locally owned, non- 
rrofit utilities often initi- 
ated and aided by the gov- 
ernment, have long been at 
odds with private power 
companies, 

All figures used in the 
study, Straw said, were 
obtained from the Federal 
Power Commission 
through reports made by 
the companies themselves. 
The latest figures avail- 
able were for 1962, 

“The major reasons for 
these excessive rates of 
return,’’ Straw’s report 
said, ‘‘seems to stem from 
the ineffectiveness of regu- 
latory bodies to enforce 
prescribed rates and to 
systematically scrutinize 
the earnings and accounts 
of private utilities,” 

He added that regulatory 
agencies cannot be fully 
effective against ‘‘the high- 
ly paid band of lawyers, 
accountants and econo- 
mists at the disposal of 
private power companies.” 

Straw cited a report by 
Ebasco Services, Inc., a 
consulting engineering 
firm retained by private 
power companies, that rate 
reductions in 1963 excected 
$50 million,

WOMEN’S HEALTH 


One of the most common 
discomforts of pregnancy 
is nausea, sometimes call- 


ed ‘‘morning sickness.’’ 
Experts estimate that about 
half of all pregnant women 
experience nausea for 
varying periods. Usually it 
occurs during the first 
three months of pregnancy, 
then disappears. Despite 
its nickname, it may occur 
at any time of day or night. 

Since nausea often can 
be overcome by intake of 
foods high in carbohy- 
drates, doctors frequently 
advise their patients to 
have as many as five or 
six small snacks toa cookie 
or cracker with jelly a day. 
If nausea is severe and 
persists, the doctor may 
prescribe a drug. 

However, pregnant wo- 
men should take drugs only 
when prescribed by a phy- 
siclan.

Infertility --the inabil- 
ity to conceive children -- 
is a--stubborn and often 
heartbreaking condition 
which is slowly yielding its 
secrets to medical scien- 
tists. 

Doctors Robert Frank- 
lin, M.D., and C, Dean 
Dukes, Ph.D., of Baylor 
University College’ of 
Medicine, Houston, Texas, 
recently reported finding 
a new clue to unexplained 
infertility.
